of the judiciary 


committee. 


The proposed bill covers practices 


of care, treatment and protection of 
all dependent, neglected 
and delin- 


quent children in 
Wisconsin. 
It 


names seven fields as: 
the delin- 


quent child, the neglected child, the 
child born out of wedlock, the adopt- 
ed child, the child cared for outside 
the family home, boarding 
homes 


and the dependent child. It provides 
for county child welfare boards. 


The definition, 'delinquent child," 


is made more' clear 
and more in 


keeping with modern thought, it is 
pointed out, as the measure provides 
that the juvenile court shall receive 
all juvenile offenders, 
and it shall 


have original, exclusive jurisdiction 
in cases of children up to 18 years 
old. 
The bill provides for detention 


of children whose 
parents cannot 


be depended to provide such service, 
and It prohibits holding children un- 
der 18 years, except in extreme in- 
stances, in jails and police stations.

A taxpayer, though unmarried, who 


Hupports in his home .one or more 
relatives over whom he exercises 
family control, Is the nead of a fam- 
ily and is entitled to the same exemp- 
tions allowed a married person, $3,- 
500. 
Also, he may claim $400 
for 


each person dependent upon him for 
chief support if such person is under 
18 years of age or incapable of self- 
support because mentally or physic- 
ally defective. Such dependent need 
not be a relative of the taxpayer nor 
a member of his household. The term 
"mentally or physically 
defective" 


includes not only cripples and those 
mentally defective, but persons In ill 
health and the aged. For example 
if an unmarried son supports in his 
home an aged mother, he is entitled 
to an exemption of $3,500, plus the 
$400 credit for a dependent, a total 
of |3,900. If, from choice, the mother 
lives in another city, the eon, al- 
though her chief support, would be 
entitled only to the $1,SOO exemption, 
plus the $400 credit. The mother not 
living with him, he is not considered 
the head of a family. The $400 credit 
does not apply to the wife or husband 
of a taxpayer, although one may be 
totally dependent upon the other.

cised by vessels of the air only, you

planes than we now have any right 
to expect we must relate all air ac- 
tivities to the surface ships.

for Bill Now in Legisla-

STUDENT SINGS AT 


COLLEGE CONVOCATION 


Support of the children's code as 


presented to the Wisconsin legisla- 
ture at this session was asked of 
members of the Kiwanis club at 
their luncheon on Wednesday noon 
at the Conway hotel, by Aubrey Wil- 
liams, secretary of the 
Wisconsin 


Conference social work, sponsor of 
the bill. 


Some of the statutes on Wisconsin 


law books governing the care of chil- 
dren are not in keeping with modern 
thought and 
ideas, Mr. Williams 


stated as he recalled that the present 
Juvenile court act was passed In 
1901 and that the mother's pension 
law went Into effect in 1903. Both 
these laws have for their primary 
purpose the proper care of children 
but both are out of keeping with 
modern conditions. 


There are three classes of children 


needing care by the state and coun- 
ty, according to Mr. Williams. 
They 


are those whose homeflife is not the 
best, those who are entirely depend- 
ent upon the state for support and 
those who have become delinquent 
for various reasons. 


Wherever it is possible the tenden- 


cy nowdays is to keep a family to- 
gether, Mr. Williams stated, for in 
sound family life is the'best chance 
for children in the world. With the 
p.esent mothers' pension law and 
its limitations, it was the speaker's 
opinion that the purpose of the law 
was in many cases being defeated. 


NOT ENOUGH MONET 


Under the present law the mothers 


pension fund is too low, because of 
statuatory limitations which give a 
mother $15 for her first child and $10 
for each additional child. Summed

.bout $7.'40 each per month. How- 


• ever, state institutions receive $8.32 
per week for carinr for each child, or 
nearly four times what a mother re- 
ceives for trying to care for her child 
and keep the family together.

. - Because the state laws have been 
Inadequate in cases of illegitimacy 
no record of what happens to chil- 
dren born out of wedlock can be 
found except in 260 of 1,000 cases, 
Mr. Williams stated. And it has 
been found that 80 per cent of the 
illegitimate children get into some 
bind of trouble later in life because 
of neglect. The speaker also stated 
that heretofore the average amount 
lit cases of settlement on mothers of 
Illegitimate children has been about 
$60 as compared to $700 in Minneso- 
ta where they have a children's code.

The "investment trust" is a new in- 


stitution in this country, and plays a 
big part in the present Wall street sit- 
uation. 
It is destined to play a still 


bigger part 
Such organizations of 


capital buy securities in enormous 
blocks. They are held largely respon- 
sible for the present high prices of 
stocks. 
Buying and removing large 


quantities of standard securities from 
the market, they leave a comparative 
scarcity, and the available supply is 
naturally bid up. Which result natu- 
rally makes the trusts' holdings more 
valuable. 


It is estimated that not less than 


$500,000,000 has been invested in this 
manner in the last five months, and an- 
additional billion may be added during 
the present year. Mostly such invest- 
ment is real investment, for holding in- 
definitely, rather than mere specula- 
tion. Yet Selling is as natural as buy- 
ing, when conditions are favorable, and 
it is hard to draw the line between in- 
vestment and speculation. For good or 
ill,/'mvestment trusts" and "trading 
associations" are gojng to play an im- 
portant role in the stock market from 
now on. 


WASTEFUL CHICAGO 


New York, with all its lavish expen- 


diture, regular and irregular, is not the 
most careless spender among Amer- 
ican cities. That honor must go to 
Chicago. The latest achievement in 
this line is a€our-mile cinder path, dig- 
nified by the name of "bridle path" 
and intended as a minor detail of an 
elaborate roadway for garbage trucks 
to reach the municipal sewage disposal 
plant. 


It might be supppsed that such a 


thoroughfare, laid out over Chicago's 
level prairie surface and paved with 
cinders, would not cost a whole lot. It 
develops, however, that the complete 
four-mile garbage-truck road has cost 
so far over $3,000,000 of which about 
$1,000,000 went for cinders and labor 
on that path. The original engineer's 
estimate" of the cost of the- path was 
$115,000. Lamps to light the garbage 
trail cost $1000 apiece. 


How could so much money be spent 


on such a project? Well, there are said 
to be 4,000 political employes on the 
Sanitary District payroll, including 
clerks, investigators* inspectors, pc- 
licemen,^ lawyers and legislators. And 
there we/etio contracts made for the 
work. The money seems to have been 
just paid out as circumstances deter- 
mined.

THE SURGEON WILL GET YOU 


EVEN IF YOU DO WATCH OUT 
Gallbladder Inflammation (called 
holecystitis) is the cause of "dyspep- 
ia" in the plurality of cases. 
Dyspepsia is not a disease or ma- 


ady, but just the sum of symptoms 
which annoy the victim or of which 
he complains when he has some ac- 
ual organic disease. In any case 
f "dyspepsia," therefore. It is up to 
the doctor to find out what ails the 
patient if he can. No medicine pur- 
porting to "aid 'digestion" or to stop 
ermentation, or -to control the diges- 
ive process in any way, can do more 
than give temporary relief or com- 
ort to the "dyspepsia" sufferer. TMo 
special diet can cure dyspepsia and 
no particular food or foods nor meth- 
ds of cooking -or serving foods, can 
ure dyspepsia. No matter whence 
any such promises or pretenses ema- 
nate, they are just so much bunk, 
.nd incidentally, bunk is very good 
>usiness in this country. 


When I assert in this arbitrary 
ashion that no diet can cure dyspep- 
ia I am not unmindful of and cer- 
tainly do not wish to keep anybody 
?norant of, the epochal work of Mc- 
Carrison, a British army doctor 
vhose observations among the Hima- 
ayans I have repeatedly cited here. 
•tcCarrison never en countered a 
case of gastric dudenal ulcer, appen- 
dicitis or mucous colitis among these 
irimitive people, altho he performed 
more than 3,600 major operations In 
he nine years he practiced among 
hem. 
He believes and many scien ti- 


le physicians agree with him, that 
lie remarkable freedom of these peo- 
ple from abdominal infections is due 
o the character of their diet, which 
is mainly "natural foods," such 
as 


resh raw milk, fresh eggs, whole 
srrains, fruits and leafy vegetables. 
Such foods supply an adequate 
;uantity of vitamine B and vitamin 
', which probably favor the develop- 
ment of immunity against abdominal 
nfections. There is good reason to 
believe that a diet such aa is too 
ften the staple food of American 
jeople, short in vitamins, is the more 
elerious by reason of the excessive 
iroportion of carbohydrate such a 
iet usually contains. 
So I do qualify the assertion I 


made about the futility of dieting for 
yspepsia, but we'll just let it stand 
ow.-

tastes less in milk than in water.) I 
certainly feel an increased pep.

spoke of taking it daily for a month. 
Is that a better way? (Mrs. W. S.) 


Answer—One drop once a week the 


year round is as good as any way 
to get a suitable iodin ration. Some 
persons prefer to take one drop of 
tincture once a day for a month, in 
each of the four seasons of the year. 
The soil in most elevated regions is 
very poor in Iodine. In any event 
you will do no harm with your week- 
ly drop of tincture of iodin.

" Made in 1895

New London—Mayor B. W. Wend- 


landt, In the second of his monthly 
talks before members of the com- 
mon council Tuesday evening, gave 
the history of the New London pub- 
lic library, tracing it from the pe- 
riod of Its organization In 1895. At 
this time, the mayor said, J. C. 
Preehoff. then principal of the high 
school, donated 
some 200 books 


from his own private collection, add- 
li* toHWs the sum of $200. The Im- 
portance of this gift and others Is 
shown In the record of the librarian, 
Hiss Alice Freiburger. The library 
4m Feb. J, 192S, had 6,732 volumes. 
In his first talk before the coun- 


cfl Mr. Wenrlandt gave an outline 
of the city's annual budget plan. He 
hopes at some future date to give 
a .historical outline relative-to' the 
clty*» early days, its organization, 
first as u^yillage~and later when it 
was Incorporated as a city. 


Continuing hls^-eketch relative to 


thfr history of the library Mayor 
Wendlandt said that the further ef- 
forts of Mr. Freehon* were instru- 
mental In gathering* together other 
subscriptions and donations of books. 
When 1,031 volumns had been as- 
iembled, a public dedication service 
Was held on July 4, 1895, the serv- 
ices being held in the city park at a 
picnic held under the 
auspices of 


the Woman's 
Temperance Union. 


The address upon that day was giv- 
en by Rev. Mr. Millard, then pastor 
of the Congregational church and at 
this time Mr. Freehoff was presented 
With a gold watch by the citizens of 
New London, as a token of apprecia- 
tion. ASSOCIATION IN 1895 
— #he library association 
was or- 


ganized July 2, 1895, the following 
Officers being electedi president, W. 
H. Hatton; secretary, Miss Susie 
Dikon; treasurer, Walter Trayser; li- 
brarian, C. F. Carr; direc:ors, W. B. 
Mfllad, Arthur Emde, Mrs. H. G. 
Andrae, Mrs. H. Patchln, F. C. Weed, 
6. T. Dawley, Miss Bradbury and 
Mrs. A. S. Ferguson. 


The books were at first kept In 


the offices of the New London Press, 
later transferred to the upper rooms 
.jnVjJie Bank of New London. A la- 
ter transfer was made to the Strick- 
Jaiid Jewelry store, in the Meikle 
jobnHblock. Following the resigna- 
tion of MivCarr as librarian, various 
women of the. city 
donated their 


services. Among these were Mrs. 
Strickland, Miss Dlxon, Miss Willett 
and Mrs. Davis. 


In 1896 a. fund was raised by. sub- 


scription to pay a regular librarian, 
this position being filled by Mrs. 
Edna Jost, then Miss Dennning, Mrs. 
lost remained as librarian until Sep- 
tember, 1898, when she resigned,, and 
luss Maud Archibald became her 
•accessor. In 1899 the library con- 
tained 1,250 volumes. 


In.April, 1900, the library was 


tcrned over to the city of New Lon- 
don and has since been supported 
by appropriations aad looked after 
by a' library board. Miss Archibald 
•was librarian for two years. When 
she assumed charge the books were 
lodged in the main room of the city 
nail, on the first floor, but soon af- 
terward the city council moved it to 
Cline's block. Then in succession 
the library was shifted to rooms in 
the Garret Sullivan building, and the 
city hall, both In the city clerk's of- 
fice and the justice's room. 


The next librarian was Mrs. C. 


Feathers, who served eight years, re- 
signing in 1908. Miss Alice Millerd 
then took charge. She was succeed- 
ed by Miss Melda Pelzer, who was 
followed by Miss Marjorle Stanley. 
At the latter's resignation, Miss 
Freiburger assumed the duties of 
librarian. 


"NO TAINTED MONET* 


On Nov. 25,1908, Andrew Carnegie 


offered to dontte the sum of $10,000 
to the city for the purpose of build- 
ing a public librarian building. This 
offered to donate the sum of $10,000 
were swayed by sentiment to 
the 


affect that no tainted money could 
be accepted. But when it became 
apparent that the city hall accommo- 
dations were most inadequate the 
council was instructed to write to 
Jlr. Carnegie to renew his offer 
made in 1903 and to increase the of- 
fer to $12,000. The council voted to 
devote the $600 which had already 
been offered to obtain additional room 
and also toward the purchase of a 
site. They voted also to appropriate 
11,200 annually for library purposes, 
provided $12,000 could be secured for 
th« building; or $1.000 annually if 
only $10,000 could be secured. 
The 


Carnegie authorities decided that 
only $10,000 could be given to a city 
the size of New London. In this 
same year, 1913, the present site was 
secured aad to that fund W. H. Hat- 
ton contributed 1500. In July, ISIS 
the plans of Victor Thomas were ac- 
cepted by the board and the Carne- 
gie foundation. Work was begun 
upon the buUdiqg which was dedi- 
cated in May, 1914. The present li- 
brary board consists of G. T. Daw- 
ley, riresirlent; Frank L. Zaug, Rev 
V. S. Dayton. H. S. Ritchie, the Rev 
Adolph Spiering, secretary; Mrs. Car 
rle Archibald-Hooper and R, J. Mc- 
Mahon. 
Th*» library received from 


the Emma Carr estate, $21,000 and 
from the D. Jennings estate $250.

condition, 


refusing feed and staggering from 
weakness for an indefinite period 
before recovery is effected. Nor- 
mally, individual losses 
approxi- 


mate 3 per cent of the stock ship- 
ped. 


Heretofore 
numerous - remedies 


have been sought and some have 
been effective, particularly vaccina- 
tion with suitable biological prod- 
ucts. Tho committee, after an ex- 
haustive study of both the scien- 
tific and practical aspects of the 
Question, is convinced that losses 
sustained in the past were largely 
preventable by Improved methods 
of handling.

but realize that pruning a tree is not 
a cruelty but a positive benefit to its 
health and bearing. 


They decry the vtree butcher," but 


insist it doesn't take an expert to 
prune a tree if a few simple rules 
and common sense are used. Even 
the attempt 
of the amateur, they 


say, is better than allowing a tree 
to choke Itself to death. If nothing 
more, all dead wood that induces de- 
cay and insects; 
and limbs and 


twigs that rub or cross each other 
closely, can be removed. 


A fruit tree needs more attention. 


All except four or five, main branch* 
es should be cut from the lower 
part of the'trunk and the limbs and 
laterals cut back to keep the tree 
from going too high In the air and 
to force the development of addition* 
al fruit buds. Pruning increases the 
bearing surface, induces new buds, 
and helps put the tree on a vigorous, 
healthy basis. 


PREDICTS DAIRYMAN 


WILL GRIND GRAINS 


Madison — That Wisconsin dairy- 


men will meet the high cost of mill 
feeds by growing and grinding their 
own grains is the prediction of I. W. 
Rupel, of the College of Agriculture, 
University of Wisconsin. 


According, to Rupel, a grain, ra- 


tion made up of such feeds as corn, 
oats and barley will supply the needs 
of any cow of moderate production 
in case these feeds are supplemented 
by alfalfa hay. By moderate- pro- 
duction, Rupel means a milk flow up 
to 40 pounds of milk a day, for 
Holsteln cows, or 30 pounds daily 
for cows of the Guernsey and Jersey 
Breeds. 


He reports that experimental work 


at the Agricultural. Experiment Star 
tion has shown that non protein-rich 
mill feeds are needed for cows pro- 
ducing at such levels, provided they 
are getting good quality alfalfa hay 
corn silage and a mixture of farm 
grown grains. The rate of grain feed- 
ing being 1 pound of grain for each 
3 to 4 pounds of milk produced, 
varying the amount according to the 
test of the cow. In these experi- 
ments a group of cows fed alfalfa, 
corn silage and only, farm grown 
grains, equaled the production of a 
similar group getting 20 per cent ot 
protein-rich 
feeds' in- the 
-same 


amount of concentrates. 


While Rupel regards it good eco- 


nomy to use only the farm grown 
feeds, he feels that it is important to 
supply additional protein to cows that 
produce at a higher level. He recom- 
mends that ten to twenty per cent of 
such protein-rich feeds as linseed oil 
meal, cottonseed- meal, or gluten meal 
should be added to the mixture of 
farm grown grains for cows produc- 
ing more than 30 to 40 pounds of 
milk daily.

Madison—That sore throat is not 


a disease In Itself but Is a symptom 
of an Infectious process which ma> 
be mild or severe and needs Immedl 
ate attention* was the statement of 
the Committee on Health of the State 
Medical society issued Wednesday. 


"Sore throat." says the statement. 


"Is simply a convenient term undcu 
which the ^ordinary person Rroups 
any liulamatory condition of the t6n- 
s'ls or the throat. 
Tho Inflamed 


area i.iay be localized to one parti- 
cular spot or it mny be more gen- 
eral: it may involve only that pnrt 
of the throat visible through the 
mouth or it may extend up and in- 
volve that part of the 
throat or 


pharynx which lies behind the nose 
or It may go downward and involve 
the larynx or the organ of speech 
which lies inside a cartilaginous box 
known commonly as 'Adam's Ap- 
ple.' 


The symptoms of sore throat are 


so well known that it Is unnecessary 
to mention them. The causes, how- 
ever, you should know 
something 


about In the first place, sore throat 
is not a particular disease in Itself: 
it is a symptom of an Infectious dis- 
ease. This infection may be relative- 
ly mild or it may be of a serious'na- 
ture such as diphtheria. Again one 
type of sore throat may bo merely 
a local infection while another type 
may be a part of a generalized dis- 
ease. Quinsy Is an example of the 
former. It is a local abscess behind 
the tonsils and while It is a most dis- 
tressing aliment for the one who has 
it, the general symptoms accom- 
pany it rapidly clear up when the 
abscess is opened and the pus is al- 
lowed to drain out. On the other 


hand sore throat Is almost invariably 
an accompaniment of scarlet fever 
and althotiKh the locul symptom may 
not be particularly bothersome, it is 
no Indication of the severit> of the 
disease itself. 


"The 'first manifestation of many 


other diseases m;iy be sore throat: 
in fact with some, except for fever. 
It may be tho only symptom of 
which the patient complains. Some 
of the diseases vrshered in by sore 
throat 
arc diphtheria. 
Influenza, 


scarlet fever <uul .streptococcus son 
throat, which is duo to the 
same 


germ that causes blood poisoning 
and is liable to leai! to severe com- 
plications even to a fatal outcome.

Her successor. King Edward VII 
when Prince of Wales, had a won- 
derful reception in the United States 
but when he gained the throne tie 
numbered no Americans in his inti 
mate circle.. 
^ 
' With the present King and Queen 
all things changed. To begin with 
the relations between England am 
the .United States became very close 
after we entered the war. Recently 
Eich Americans 
have swarmed to 


England as never before. Dozens oi 
American debutantes have had the 
coveted privilege ofs being presented 
at court. A potent influence in this 
direction has been The King's heir 
the Prince of Wales, who likes Amer- 
icans and is liked by them. 


The present rulers have had one 


of the cleanest courts in all British 
history. Persons with scandal at- 
tached to their names and doings 
have not been welcome at Bucking- 
ham Palace. Even American women 
who have exchanged their wealth 
for a half mortgaged British coronel 
are little favored. 


THREE AMERICAN WIVES 


Among the six or seven great hosts 


the royal pair have been particularly 
pleased to honor with visits, three 
stand out—the Duke of Roxeburgh 
the Earl of_ Granard and Viscount 
Astor. In each case these hosts have 
American wives. In each case their 
marriages have been peculiarly hap- 
py ones. And in no case can it he 
said that the British husbands mar- 
ried American wives for the money 
that would be brought into the fam- 
ily. 


Twenty-five yearp ago, the present 


Duke of Roxeburgh married 
Miss 


May Goel|t, daughter of Ogden Goe- 
let, the New York millionaire finan- 
cier. But the Duke was probably far 
wealthier than his American father- 
in-law, being the owner of over 60,- 
000 acres.
